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Manasija, a 15 ,h -century monastery girded by thick 
walls, was the centre of the »Resava school::. Manuscripts 
were copied in the monastery, its influence at the time 
reaching beyond the confines of Serbia.

OCTOECH 



The First Printed Book 


Vojislav Vujovic 


Among the precious medieval 
artefacts displayed at Cetinje 
monastery is a book that attracts 
special attention. This is a liturgical 
book known as Octoechos (single- 
i tone), the first South Slav printed 
book; it came out in January 1490 
in the Cyrillic script. 

The period when the book was 
printed was a troubled one. Ail that 
remained of a once powerful Ser¬ 
bia, i.e. RaSka (Rascia), were two 
or three rather small provinces with 
their rulers who, facing pressures 
from all sides, attempted to resolve 
their problems either through 
alliances or by fighting, relying al¬ 
ternately on Venice, Italy, France, 
Hungary and even Turkey, which 
posed the greatest threat. 

At that time Zeta, bearing the 
brunt of the clashes between Ven¬ 
ice and Turkey, from 1485 onwards 
was governed by Ivan Crnojevic. 
At the beginning of his rule he tried 
to extricate himself from his posi¬ 
tion of dependence on Venice. 
Venice reacted promptly and hand¬ 
ed down a harsh indictment, fining 
Ivan Crnojevic 10,000 liras. 

Turkey intervened in the course 
of events by attacking Venetian 
possessions, which obliged both 
Venice and Ivan to take a more 
sober view of the matter. Ivan did 
not come to an untimely end, but 
with the intercession of the Her¬ 
zegovinian ruler Herzog Stefan 


a treaty was concluded between 
Ivan and Venice. 

After that Zeta and its ruler 
came repeatedly into conflict with 
Turkey until finally in 1474 the 
Turks attacked Skadar in great 
force. Though they did not succeed 
in capturing Skadar, their presence 
in the Skadar Lake region became 
fairly permanent. The fortress at 
Zabljak, Crnojevid’s capital, was 
subject to sudden Turkish attacks 
which prompted Ivan to look for 
a more secure place. He decided on 
a spot situated deep in a cove on 
Skadar Lake. There on the hill of 
Obod he built the fortress of Rijeka 
and a palace and then another 
palace in the village of Cetinje 
where Crnojevid had property. 

Yet even here there was no 
peace, for in 1477 the Turks 
launched another offensive, ending 
two years later with the fall of 
Skadar. After the conquest of 
Skadar the Turkish army advanced 
upon Zeta and after heavy fighting 
Ivan Crnojevid sought refuge on 
the opposite side of the Adriatic, in 
Italy. Montenegro, i.e. Zeta, had 
fallen temporarily into Turkish 
hands. 

The idea of a printing press 

To this very day it is not clear 
how it came to be decided that 
a printing press should be pur¬ 



chased and brought to Montene¬ 
gro. At any rate the person who 
ordered the first printing press 
must have possessed, besides mili¬ 
tary acumen, an exceptional aware¬ 
ness of the time in which he lived. 
As far as we know, the Gutenberg 
Bible was printed in 1455. Hence 
the interval of some 30-35 years 
that separates the appearance of 
the first printed book from the idea 
of purchasing a printing press and 
transporting it to Montenegro, then 
in the throes of war, says something 
about the rulers of Zeta, their edu¬ 
cation, the effort they made, finan¬ 
cial also, to bring to this region the 
very latest invention. 

There are two suppositions as to 
where the press was located. Opin¬ 
ion is divided between Obod and

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Cetinje. The uncertainty about the 
location of the press is increased by 
the circumstance that after 2abljak 
was abandoned Crnojevic’s palace 
was located first in the newly built 
fortress of Rijeka on the hill of 
Obod and then in Cetinje, where 
a monastery that served at the seat 
of the Zeta metropolitan was built 
next to the palace. 

The confusion is further com¬ 
pounded by the illustration printed 
in the Octoechos (five-tone), which 
was printed after the Octoechos 
(single-tone), that is, in 1494, 
which contains a print showing 
Cetinje monastery. 

Thus it may be that the printing 
press was first set up at Rijeka for¬ 
tress on Obod and later moved to 
Cetinje where the metropolitanate 
and the palace were located. 
Whether at Obod or Cetinje, the 


press operated for a very short 
time. It closed down in 1496. 

Printer Makarije and his 
books 

The master typesetter at the 
Crnojevic press was hieromonach 
Makarije. Seven other printers 
worked with him. Very little is 
known about where Makarije came 
from and where he learned his 
trade. In the epilogue to the Oc¬ 
toechos he has this to say about his 
work: “I Makarije, a humble priest 
from Montenegro, have worked on 
this with my own hands at the com¬ 
mand of my master Djurdje Crno¬ 
jevic during the incumbency of lord 
Vavile, archbishop of Zeta. I en¬ 
treat my elders like parents, adults 
like brothers, young persons like 
sons, who read or ponder or copy 
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... to bless us for our endeavours 
have been sincere...” 

In a period of only four years the 
Crnojevic press printed in addition 
to the Octoechos (I-IV) also the 
Octoechos (five-tone) in 1494, 
working at the same time on a Psal¬ 
ter which was finished on August 
22, 1494 or 1495. It is interesting 
that the impressum on the Psalter 
states that it was printed in Cetinje. 
It is also known that this press 
printed a prayer book and a copy of 
the Gospels. 

The books are printed on paper 
and illuminated with elaborate ini¬ 
tials, some of them in the Latin 
script and some in Cyrillic, the let¬ 
ters made by the printers them¬ 
selves if equivalents did not exist in 
the Latin script. A two-colour pro¬ 
cess was used, black and red, the 
black letters printed first and then 
the red letters fitted in. 

A special feature of this work 
are the unusually fine Cyrillic let¬ 
ters which were made and still 
serve as an example today. After 
the fall of Zeta the printing tradi¬ 
tion was continued. According to 
one version the priest Makarije 
went to Rumania and with the 
equipment he had brought with 
him he printed the first Rumanian 
books. 

The work of the Crnojevic press 
was also continued by Bozidar 
Vukovid of Podgorica (Titograd). 
In 1519 he set up a printing estab¬ 
lishment in Venice which operated 
until 1597, his work perpetuated by 
his son Vicenzo. The Vukovic press 
published dozens of religious and 
liturgical books, their quality com¬ 
parable to the finest products of the 
period.
